Day 1: U.S.A. - Beijing 

Today you will board a plane bound for China, where you wiii witness the vicissitudes of China’s five 
thousand-year history. Your tour wiii begin in the dynamic city of Beijing, the capitai of China. 

Day 2: Transfer to Harbin after arrival in Beijing 

Today you wiii take a fiight to Harbin (Haerbin), “the Moscow of the Far East” and the capitai of 
Heiiongjiang Province. With a 900-year history, Harbin has a distinctiveiy foreign feei thanks to its history 
of Russian infiuence. CIT’s professionai biiinguai tour guide wiii greet you at the airport and escort you to 
your hotei, where you can recover from your trip.

Day 3: Harbin 

Today you wiii visit Harbin’s Siberian Tiger Park, currentiy the iargest faciiity in the worid dedicated to 
the raising and breeding of Siberian tigers; the park aiso has exhibits of other “big cats” such as white 
tigers, biack pumas, and iions. Afterward, you wiii visit St. Sophia Cathedral Square, featuring a 
magnificent Russian-styie cathedrai, before heading to Stalin Park, on the south bank of the Songhua 
River. The park, which features a monument commemorating Harbin’s successes at flood controi, draws 
big crowds with its many nearby stores. You can then do some further shopping at a shopping center 
featuring Russian products. For dinner, you wiii have a chance to savor Harbin-style lamb hot pot.

Day 4: Harbin - Changchun 

After breakfast, you wiii take a trip of roughiy 4 hours and 300 kiiometers to Changchun, the “Garden City 
of the North,” known for its forests, cuiture, automobiies, movies, and orchids. After your arrivai, you wiii 
tour the Puppet Emperor’s Palace, which was used by China’s iast emperor, Puyi, when Japan instaiied 
him as figurehead ruier of the puppet state of Manchukuo and made Changchun its capitai; you wiii aiso 
see the Eight Ministries of Manchukuo. Then you wiii visit what some consider the most beautifui piace 
in Changchun: Xinmin Street, a bouievard iined with buiidings from the Manchukuo era that features a 
pubiic square on one end and a iake on the other.

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Day 5: Changchun - Jilin 

After breakfast, you will proceed to the city of Jilin. Your first stop wiii be North Hill Park, famous for its 
Buddhist tempies and mountain scenery. Afterward, you wiii visit the Jilin Meteorite Museum before 
heading to Century Square, a scenic park that refiects the speciai character of Jiiin. The square is 
composed of the Jiiin City Museum, the south bank of the Songhua River, and a choreographed musicai 
fountain.

The next stop on your tour is Shenyang, the iargest city in northeastern China. There you wiii visit the 
Former Imperial Palace of Shenyang, a compiex of paiace buiidings dating back to the Qing Dynasty 
that is second oniy to Beijing’s Forbidden City in historicai importance and aesthetic vaiue. Afterward, 
you wiii tour the Former Residence of General Zhang Xueliang, a mansion buiit by a wariord who was 
briefiy named president of China after the faii of the Qing Dynasty. For dinner you wiii enjoy “laobian” 
dumplings.

Today you wiii proceed to Dalian, known as a “garden city” and “capitai of romance” for its beauty and 
extensive greenery. First you wiii head to picturesque Tiger Beach, surrounded by mountains on three 
sides and the ocean on the other, with a huge rock formation that iooks iike a crouching tiger iying in the 
water. After dinner you wiii enjoy the city’s stirring night scenery at Xinghai (“Stars and Sea”) Park, a 
seaside park that according to iegend was where a iarge meteorite once feii, and then visit the Qingniwa 
Bridge shopping center and the People’s Square.

Today you wiii head to Lushun, iocated at the southernmost tip of the Liaodong Peninsuia, a site that 
once had great strategic importance. There you wiii visit a few of Lushun’s pieces of scenic and historicai 
interest such as its military port, the Russo-Japanese Prison, and former artiiiery site Height 203; the 
entire area is iike a museum of modern history. Before returning to Daiian, you wiii aiso visit North 
Bridge and the scenic Binhai Road. For dinner, you wiii enjoy a meai of local seafood.

Next you wiii tour the Changyu Wine Culture 
Museum, iocated on the site of the Changyu Wine Company, which dates back to 1892. Afterward, you 
wiii stop at Yuhuangding Park.

Day 10: Yantai - Qingdao 

Today you wiii travei to Qingdao, a city often compared to Switzeriand. First, you wiii stop at Zhan 
Bridge, a famous symboi of Qingdao. Stroiiing aiong the seashore at Zhan Bridge, you can enjoy a 
panoramic view of the crescent-shaped city. The best piace to visit in Qingdao is the Eight Passes 
Villas Scenic Area, with its streets crisscrossing iike a giant chessboard and its quiet atmosphere. In 
addition, it features numerous turn-of-the-century European viiias, giving the area pieasant eiegance and 
tranquiiity. To waik amongst its ciusters of pine trees in the eariy morning is even more deepiy satisfying!

Day 11: Qingdao - Lao Mountain - Qingdao 

After breakfast, you wiii travei to “the Aips of the Far East,” Lao Mountain, which with its magnificent 
mountain views has been a popuiar site throughout history for the construction of Taoist tempies. You 
wiii see famous iocai sights such as Frog Rock, Qld Man of Stone, and Great Purity Palace, where 
famous Taoist priests such as Qiu Chuji, Liu Zhijian, and Zhang Sanfeng practiced Taoist arts. Afterward, 
you wiii return to Qingdao to visit Donghai Sculpture Park, which features an indoor scuipture museum 
and an outdoor scuipture garden, and May Fourth Square, with its iarge iawn area and choreographed 
musicai fountain. We’ve aiso made speciai arrangements for you to tour the Qlympic Sailing Center, 
foiiowed by a visit to Little Fish Hill Park, whose distinctive buiidings aii have an ocean or fish motif. 
Finaiiy, you wiii tour the Tsingtao (Qingdao) Brewery, which has iong carried on the art of brewing 
German beer and is now internationaiiy famous. Here you can enjoy drinking your fiii of China’s number 
one beer.

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Day 12: Qingdao - Weifang - Ji’nan 

Today you will take a deluxe tour bus to Ji’nan, the capital of Shandong Province. On the way, you wiii 
stop in Weifang, known as the “kite capitai,” to tour Yangjiafu Park, which features exhibits of various 
traditionai handicrafts that the area is famous for. The city of Ji’nan contains more than 100 naturai 
springs spread throughout the city in ciusters, the most famous of which are Baotu Springs, Biack Tiger 
Springs, Five-Dragon Springs, and Peari Spring. You wiii visit Darning Lake, formed by the convergence 
of three springs, which boasts crystai-ciear water and fish swimming to and fro. The iake is surrounded 
by a ring of more than 800 wiiiow trees and more than 40 iotus flowers, and a number of the city’s most 
famous sights can be seen here.

Day 13: Ji’nan - Mount Tai 

After breakfast, you wiii head to Mount Tai (Taishan), known as “the chief of China’s five great moun¬ 
tains.” From Midway Gate to Heaven, you wiii ride in a gondoia up the mountain to South Gate to 
Heaven, where the vast view of the piains of northern China spread out beiow gave rise to the expression 
“For he who ciimbs Mount Tai, the worid is smaii.” From there you wiii proceed to Heaven Street, a 
shop-iined street iocated at the summit of the mountain that is considered one of the “ten most unique 
markets in China.” Whether you’re iooking to buy something or just iooking, a visit to Heaven Street wiii 
ieave you satisfied. Next, you wiii tour Jade Emperor Temple, on Jade Emperor Summit, before taking 
the gondoia back down the mountain.

Today you wiii go to southwestern Shandong Province to visit Qufu, the birthpiace of Confucius (“Kongzi” 
or “Kongfuzi”) and an ancient city famous for its cuiture significance. You wiii proceed to the center of the 
city to tour the Temple of Confucius, the iargest and oidest Confucian tempie in China. For iunch you 
wiii have the chance to dig into a “Kong Family Mansion Banquet,” after which you wiii visit the Ceme¬ 
tery of Confucius, a forested area where the descendants of Confucius have been buried for more than 
2,400 years. Finaiiy, you wiii tour the Kong Family Mansion, formeriy the residence of direct 
descendants of Confucius. After your trip to Qufu, you wiii return to Ji’nan to visit the gardens, fountains, 
and shops of Spring City Square, where you wiii have some ieisure time to stroii around and do some 
shopping.
